Response to Amendment 
1. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claims 1-22 filed 5/13/2003 have been 
fully considered and they are persuasive. 

Examiner Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowable over the prior of records. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Regarding claims 1, 6, 9, 14, and 19-22, the allowability, at least in part, resides 
in a method and a management system for managing either of production in a factory and 
distribution in a warehouse, fails to teach in part a large-scaled display that displays the 
instruction and the actual condition stored in the storage device wherein the large-scaled display 
is located at a specific position which allows each workers of the workforce to simultaneously 
recognize the display and the article on the worker's flow line in the predetermined storehouse. 

3. Claims 2-5, 7-8, 19-13, and 15-18 are allowed for the same reasons above.
